The Eaton family have long been interested in the Cultural Arts of Toronto, and in the 
early twenties was shown in tangible form when our founder Mr Timothy Eaton provided 
the funds to build a ohool on North Street, in the name of his wife. Thus the Margaret 
Eaton School of Literatupe and Expression became a force in the city for drama, literature 
xkA music and dancing. The building was built to fipelik architectural specifications, 
with a grecian lamp and lettering prominent above the high and graceful pillars. 

Inside, the same lamp design provided wall lighting, and in later years when the school 
gave way to the cities progress in widening North street to become bay, theses lamps 
were transferred to The Margaret Eaton HaU which was the little theatre connected 

with the Eaton Girls* Club, Later when the theatre was leased for broadcasting purposes 
the grecian lamps were removed to remote storage far below in the da rked storage of the cluU 
Many years flew by until one^^tiring inventory time a club staff member made a joyous 

discovery; There were her beloved school lamps, which had graced her diploma.. the last one 
to have the signature of Margaret Eaton « The lamps tarnished almost beyond recognition 
were carefully cleaned rubbed and polished to show their former lovely lines and beauty. 

One of which has a promnent place ah the Club and is much admired in the main hall a nd 
serves as a planter filled with attractive greens. Some Club members call it Alladins 
Lamp, and have even been seen to pick it up, gently rub it, and it is ¥tm said that it 
still works., as the wishes did come tone.

Office, or even sent direct to us for payment, so that 
there would not be any great inroads on your travelling 
money. I think the Frankfurt Office, like the other 
Buying Offices, will pay the Hotel bills. 

For youKinformation, a Buying Office has been 
opened in Florence with Mr. Richard Hunter, who was 
with the Paris Office, in charge.
